The “City” owns and currently contracts the 
operation and maintenance of an enclosed me- 
chanical composting system of the “Paygro” type 
(“Facility”). The “Facility” was designed to process 
73 dry tons/day of mixed primary and waste acti- 
vated sludge on a 7 day/week basis. The “Facility” 
currently processes all of the sludges from the 
“City’s” wastewater treatment plant with daily av- 
erage production of approximately 43 dry tons. 

The “City” is interested in receiving qualifica- 
tion packages from qualified parties interested in 
a potential lease and/or operating agreement of 
the “Facility” and providing all services necessary 
for management and disposal of the thickened 
sludges.

The New York City Department of Environmental Protection 

(NYCDEP) is soliciting bids for the following two contracts: 

Contract No. 1034-MHS for the marine hauling of a portion of 
the City’s liquid sewage sludge (sludge) production to an exist- 
ing, permitted facility(ies) located outside of New York City for 
subsequent dewatering, processing, and beneficial use 

Contract No. 1035-DBP for the dewatering, processing and 
beneficial use of a portion of the City’s sludge production at an 
exiting, permitted facility(ies) located outside of New York City. 

Under Contract No. 1035-DBP, the sludge will be delivered, by 
marine vessel, to the Contractor's dewatering/processing facili- 
ty(les) by others. 

For both contracts: the term is two years with a one year 
renewal option; the maximum capacity requirement is 930,000 
cubic feet of sludge per week, based on a six-day per week 
(Monday through Saturday), 24-hour per day operation, 
including ail City, State, and Federal holidays; the Contractor 
may, on occasion, be required to receive sludge on Sundays; 
the NYCDEP agrees to guarantee the Contractor an average 
370,000 cubic feet of sludge per 6-day week; the sludge to 
be received will be from the Newtown Creek Water Pollution 
Control Plant and/or from any one or more of the City’s other 
thirteen plants. 

A pre-bid conference for both contracts will be held at the 
NYCDEP, 6th Floor Training Room, 59-17 Junction Boulevard, 
Corona, New York 11368, on January 12, 2000 at 10:00 a.m. 
iocal time. A site visit to the Newtown Creek Water Pollution 
Control Plant dock will be conducted on January 13, 2000. 
Neither the pre-bid conference nor the site visit is mandatory, 
but prospective bidders are encouraged to attend.
